had been marked for death and that he 
would be shot unless he left town. 

_ Siegel's version of the shooting differed 
from that given by Panichi. He said he 
was near Harrison and South Halsted 
streets when he noticed Panichi and 
his wife, and as he walked toward them 
there was a fight, and he was shot as he 
stepped from the street to the sidewalk. 


h Tactics Charged. 

Scott R Weiland, manager of ‘the 
Woolen Mills, said: 

“ Panichi and his wife always insisted 
om going home from the factory after the 
other empiloyés. He has been with us 
five or six years and has always been a 
steady man. Lots of people have been 
picketing round there and they have been 
up to pretty rough tactics.“ 

Winko Slomer, employed as a watch- 
man by the Chicago Surface linea. was the 
man who intercepted Panichi and held 
him till the arrival of the police. 

“ I saw Panichi fire five shots,“ he said. 
He first fired from a point near the cor- 

ner, ‘twice in the vicinity of the cigar 

Store, and twice more near the saloon on 

the southeast corner of the street. Kap- 

per dropped dead, I think, after Panichi 
fired the second shot.” 

Slomer and others advanced the theory 


that Panichi broke open his weapon 


before he was arrested and reloaded it.

The city council committee on schools, 
fire and police, after a thorough investi- 
gation of the violence during the four 
weeks past, did not find a single case of 
violence ‘committed by strikers. The 
committee recommended to the council 
to withdraw the sluggers, considering 
they are a menace to Chicago, and the 
city council adopted the recommendation 
by a vote of 60 to 6. 
“Chicago citizens have to realize that 
all the laws for protection of life have 
‘been suspended during the strike and 
they must express their opinion for their 
own protection. 
“The people who should be held re- 
sponsible for all the murders and the 
violence are the employers, who have 
consistently refused to end the strike by 
arbitration and have turned down re- 
quests from the union, from the promi-. 
nent women's clubs, and, lastly, a com-. 
mittee of the city council requesting that 
they arbitrate and stop the strike. 
“Statements of alleged violence by 
strikers have not been proven. The city 
must determine whether. it is going to 
stand idly by while all this lawlessness’ 
ques in the city.”’ 


SOME MORE VIOLENCE ; 
TWO GO TO HOSPITAL. 


There was another serious bit of vio- 
lence during the evening. 

Four supposed garment strikers stole 
up behind Joe Ragio and his wife, mem- 
bers of the rival Amalgamated union, as 
they were returning home from the Con- 
tinental Tailoring company and beat 
them so that they both had to be sent to 
the Cook county hospital. Ragio was hit 
in the head by a brick that knocked him 
unconscious, and his wife who was ex- 
pecting the stork, was kicked in the back 
at Milwaukee and Ashland avenues. 

Ragio and his wife, Anne, noticed that 
some men followed them as they got off 
the elevated at Division street. As they 
neared Milwaukee and Ashland avenues 
the four strikers, without giving any 
warning, kicked Mrs. Ragio and smashed 
her husband's head in with a brick. 

Ragio is a manager of a department at 
the Continental Tailoring company, 700 
West Jackson and lives at 1831 Ever- 
green avenue. 

He Wants Revenge. 
That bunch.“ said Ragio, want me to 
quit my job. But I won't! I want to get 
revenge on those fellows that came up 
behind me and hit me. I don’t care about

Ragio became very confidential and 
added:

For he has followed the 
example of his cousin, the Duke of Croy, 
and has taken part in the present war, 
not under the Belgian flag, but under that 
of the kaiser, serving on the staff of the 
commander of the Seventh German Army 
corps. Thanks to this; his chateau and 
estates in Belgium have been everywhere 
spared and safeguarded by the Germans, 
whereas those of his relatives and fellow 
Beigtan nobles have been destroyed. 

His only brother, Prince Prosper Aren- 
berg, once an officer in the Prussian army, 
having become an inveterate drunkard 
and involved in all sorts of scrapes at 
Potsdam and Berlin, was, according to 
German fashion, shipped off to the kaiser’s 
colonies in west Africa to take command 
of native troops there and to assist in rul- 
ing the blacks. Before he had been long 
on the coast he seemed to completely lose 
his reason through drink and rendered 
himself guilty of cruelty to the natives. 


radical change in the Teuton methods of 
administration of government and of 
justice in unhappy Belgium than the 
pistoling of Miss Cavell. 

Princess Marie is both by birth and 
by her marriage a member of those me- 
diatized families which until the over- 
throw of the holy Roman empire by the 
first Napoleon exercised petty sovereign 
sway in Burope, and who by the congress 
of Vienna recovered, not their thranes, 
but their sovereign status and preroga- 
tives, including immunity from taxation 
and from the jurisdiction of the ordinary 
courts of law and the right to contract 
matrimonial alliances with the now reign- 
ing dynasties of Europe on a footing of 
perfect equality.

Bavaria. 

Of course, this right to wed into the 
reigning houses of Europe on a footing 
of equality carries with it its correspond- 
ing disadvantages, and the union of the 
present Duke of Croy to Miss Nancy 
Leishman, daughter of the former Amer- 
ican ambassador at Berlin, is, in the eyes 
of German law and of all the royal and 
imperial courts of Europe, a morganatic 
marriage, which prevents her from being

do Know is what the English have 
been pleased to let us know, and has 
come through channels hostile to the Ger- 
mans and repeatedly caught in false- 
hoods, suppressions, and distortions. We 


there may have been surrounding and 
aggravating the offense. 

In saying that the same standards 
should be applied to both sexes I put 
woman upon a higher plane as regards 
both intelligence and mora) responsibil- 
ity for her acts than do those who, from 
a feeling of supposed deference and chiv- 
airy, accord her an exceptional position 
and absolve her from accountability. It 
is this false and pernicious sentimental- 
ism which leads to the wholesale acquit- 
tal witnessed in this community of 
women proven guilty of atrocious crimes, 
a fact which hap given re to the well 
grounded opinion that a jury will seldom, 
if ever, convict a woman, and that she is 
practically immune from punishment, no 
matter what heinous infraction of the law 
she may commit. 

Especially in these latter days, when in 
every sphere of fe worman—and prop- 
erly so—grasps for the same rights as are 
possessed, by man, should she be held to 
the same accountability and taught the 
lesson which so few have learned or prac- 
ticed—that every right conferred ts ac- 
companted by a correlative duty.

Finally Emperor Williere, with the ob- 
ject of stopping the constant questions 
about the matter in the reichstag and in 
the press, caused the prince to be brought 
before a board of physicians, who pro- 
nounced him insane. On the strength of 
this he was committed to an asylum for 
the military insane, where he was treated 
with the utmost distinction, accorded all 
sorts of privileges, and was discharged 
as cured eighteen months later on the 
understanding that he would leave Europe 
and settle in Argentina.

“I think we should have Mr. Kings- 
bury, the president of the larger com- 
pany, here,” then seid Stephen A. Foster, 
one of the attorneys for the city. Per- 
haps he may be able to explain this mys- 
terious situation. Mr. Miller's report in- 
forms us that the automatic plant is 
worth about $1,500,000, but the A. T. T. 


Co. ie willing to pay $6,500,000 for it. It’s 


a mysterious situation and needs ex- 
plaiming."’ e 
Mr. Foster suggested the city use the 


adjustment of the whole system of tele- 
phone tartffe in force in Chicago and also 
toll charges now in force for out of the 
city calls. He said the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph company is los er- 
ing the anmual amount paid by the Chi- 
cago Telephone company to the city by 
failing, to allow the latter company te 
collect on toll messages an amount com- 
mensurate with the service performed.

BODY IN GASK

Left In a Barrel on

BLACKHAND PLOT 8 SEEN 


Another murder mystery—the fourth in 
ten days—confronted the Chicago police 
yesterday in the finding of the mutilated 
body of Agostino Giovenco, an Italian 


barber, in a stretch of open prairie near 


the corner of Thirty-aixth street and Sac- 
ramento avenue. 
Glovenco’s body had been doubled up 
and thrust into a heavy wine cask, which 
had been carefully sealed. There was & 
deep wound in the top of the head and a 
length of window sash cord had been 
drawn into a noose about the neck and 
knotted so tightly as to cut into the flesh. 


Discovered by Cask. 
Charles Ulebveter, a dealer tn sand, end 
his brother saw the cask on the prairie 
early in the afternoon as they were driv- 
ing pest with a load of shavings. The 
cask appeared to be in good condition and 
Ulebveter decided it was worth picking 


up. 

As the two started to roll it toward their 
wagon they found it was unnatorally 
heavy. After some difficulty they man- 
aged to open the cask and were con- 
fronted with the feet of the dead man. 
Ulebveter, terrified, ran to the nearest 
telephone and called up the Brighton 
Park police station. Capt. Bernard Beer 
was on the scene in a hurry with a wagon 
load of policemen and detectives, but at 
Capt. Baer’s order the cask and its con- 
tents lay untouched for half an hour while.

The murdered man, according to the 
police, was president of the society which 
takes charge of these religious celebra~- 
tions. Bach yields, usually, from $2,000 
to $4,000, and the proceeds are divided 
among the churches and societies whieh 
have taken part in the event. 

Gtovenco is said to have been short in 
his accounts on several occasions. With 
characteristic Italian secrecy the victims, 
it is believed, made no report to the po- 
lice, but took the matter of vengeance 
inte their own hands.
